BACK ON TRACK AND OUT TO YOU IN 1980. HUSBAND LEW IS A 
FIRST-RATE 04 AND A TOP AFRICANIST. WE SEE ANN IN THE SCI 
SLOT BEHIND MANDEL (IF ANN WERE 04 WE WOULD BE PUSHING HER 
TO HEAD SCI). HOW ABOUT LEW IN THE MILES POSITION, SHIFT-

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5. RE: MOSCOW 21225 ON DISCUSSION WITH SOVIETS BY 
ASST. SEC. RICHMOND ABOUT THE HEALTH ICM: BACKGROUND 
IS THAT IN A BRIEF PHONE CONVERSATION WITH A RICHMOND 
STAFF MEMBER, SOV DESK OFFICER OPINED THAT RICHMOND 
COULD PROBABLY NOT AVOID SOME TALK OF JCM SINCE RECORD 
ON PAPER IS THAT IN FEBRUARY SOVIETS PROPOSED AND 

US SIDE FORMALLY ACCEPTED OCTOBER DATES. HEW-SOV 
CONVERSATION DID NOT REALLY GET INTO DETAILS OF HOW 
RICHMOND MIGHT DEAL WITH THE DILEMMA: NOT TO WITHDRAW 
PREVIOUS ACCEPTANCE OF DATES, WHILE AT THE SAME TIME 
NOT TO STATE AN UNEQUIVOCAL INTENTION TO COME IN 
OCTOBER. REGARDLESS OF PHONE INTERPRETATIONS. CURRENT 
SITUATION IS THAT WE DO NOT HAVE A FINAL APPROVAL TO 
PROCEED WITH THE ICM IN OCTOBER. WE HAVE PUT THE QUESTION, 

BUT DO NOT EXPECT AN ANSWER FOR ABOUT A WEEK. IN THE 

CIRCUMSTANCES WE SUGGEST THAT RICHMOND NOT GO MUCH BEYOND 

SAYING TO THE SOVIETS THAT HE HAS CONTINUED TO KEEP 

THE DATES OPEN ON HIS CALENDAR AND WILL GET BACK TO THEM 

AS SOON AS HE HAS HAD A CHANCE TO REVIEW THE SITUATION 

ON HIS RETURN TO WASHINGTON. WE DON'T THINK IT 

NECESSARY TO REFUSE TO HEAR OUT SOVIET IDEAS FOR THE 

TRIP. BUT IT DOES SEEM ESSENTIAL FOR RICHMOND TO 

PHRASE HIS OWN COMMENTS IN A WAY TO PROVIDE FOR THE 

POSSIBILITY THAT THE ICM MAY YET BE SCRUBBED. 
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6. WE HAVE SENT YOU A FRONT CHANNEL CABLE ON THE PAN AM 
DECISION TO TERMINATE SERVICE. WE WOULD APPRECIATE AN 
IMMEDIATE REPLY TO THE ACTION REQUEST FOR INFORMATION ON 
THE IMPORTANCE OF CONTINUED PAN AM SERVICE TO THE 
EMBASSY, AS WE HAVE JUST BEEN TOLD THAT AN ACTION MEMO 
MUST GO TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TOMORROW, 

SEPTEMBER 7. WE RECOGNIZE THERE ARE POLITICAL AS WELL 

AS PRACTICAL REASONS FOR CONTINUING PAN AM'S SERVICE. 
HOWEVER, THE OFFICE OF AVIATION FEELS STRONGLY THAT 
WE SHOULD NOT ASK THE CAB TO DENY THE ROUTE TERMINATION
